The Befieg2d having rejeRed a!l Offers made them by 
the late King, :nd-prevok*4th Bcfiegers in div.rs Sal- 
lies; asalfo being uncertain when Relief would artive 

. from England, reſolv'e to pur themſelves inco the beſt 
Poſture they could 3 and to that purpofe unanimouſly 
declat'd their Reſolutions ro Live and Die wich their new 
GSvernuur, Mr, George Walker, and Mr, Henry Baker, 
an: to ſubmit with an entire Obedience to their Condut 
and Com:nands for defence of the City.

fiflatce along with them inco the City, nor copld giye 
any account of rh:mfelves;z as alſo many that are unf 
to bear Arms, were put ous of the Town juſt before che 
Siege began, which was one.reaſon that they haye ſo ma- 
ny now in Arms, in regard that many who brought no 
dubliſtance inro the Town, racher than be curn's out 
of rhe Gares, gladly rock up Arms ro carn their Suſte- 
nance. Bur of two thouſand Horſe, whith after the Pro- 
reſtants were broken at Clawde-Ford, march'd into Lon- 
dow» Derry; there are not now a hundred lef; for want 
of Forrage, which conſtrain'd them ro. turn the Horſes 
out of the Gates, the greateſt parc of whick fellintothe 
Encmizs hands, only ſome fey are till lefe that, graze 
under the proteRicn of the Ciry Canon, which the {vs 
however now and then pick up, as oftcn as they dare 34- 
venture, and for which as often they pay very dearly, 
being either ſhor dead, wounded, or taken Priſoners, 

The great Gares of the Ciry are barricado'd within- 
6de with huge pieces of Timber 3 the Keys are kepr ar 
the Main- Guard, and eight Captains, two'ro a Gxe 
areVpon rhe Watch every Night, When there is occg- © 
ſion, the Keys are not to be deliver'd, as was uſual ro- 2 
Serjeanr, bur into the hands of the Captains thac guazd 
rhe patent Polit, " 

Two Regiments are upon Duty eyery Night, and up- 
on the leaſt Alaryin they are all LAT Fades! Walls, 
without expeRting any orker Orders, 

| There art in the Town five Miniſters who bave the 
Commands ef ſo m:t1y Companies, and have cvery one 
of rhem given ſignal Proofs of thcir Valour z parricu= 
larly one Mr, Chrsffopber Fenney. 2 

The private Souldiers are all in goed Heart ; the AL 
lowance ro cach Man for a Week, being a Salmon and 
a half, cwo pound of Beef, and four quarts of Oat-meal. 
Good ftrong Beer is alſo order'd to be ſold ar a Peony a 
Quars, though not to the Souldiers after Eighc ac night, 
to avoid Di order. 

Blinds are allo ſer up by the Command of tke Gover- 
nours to ſecure the Men upon the Walls from the Ence 
mies Battery. 

/ There is in Derry one C.Darus of Plgitan,in the Cour» 
ty of Mcath, who is kepr a Priſoner, as having bcen ra 
ken at Chappel in Scaland, and was one that Com- 
manded in the Recruits ſent by Tyrconnel co the late 
King into England. General Hamiltan has wrote. fe> 
veral Letrers to the Goycrnours to have this Captain fer 
ar Liberty, but they do not think fic ro pare with him 3 
nevertheleſs they uſe him ciyilly. 

The Iriſh alſo very much lamenerhe loſs of Major Re- 
bert Nangle, (rhe Son of Tory Nangle, that was ſhor av 
Longford- Bridge ) who together with rwo Troopers 
was drown'd, while rhey endeayour'd to ger over the 
Paſs at Clawdeeford. 'Tis a)ſo believ'd chat Col. Doens- 
nic Sheldon is dead of the Wounds he receiv'd in one of 
the Sallies made by the Belieged, from the hands of one 
Mr. Arthur Ivory, a brisk young Gentleman, who foughs

Sabbarh- 
day was fortnight, with great tuty ; that the Befieged 
made a molt gallant Defence, ang with that Succels, 
thac they bear them above a Mile beyond their Camp, 
and kiil'd fome thouſands, of which are many Pex- 
ſons of Quality, particu'arly Major General Rav ſeg, 
and Cap. Cuſſack, (the Duke of Berwick nor yer heard + 
cf) they had in their Camp 13 Coaches, which they 
6iFd, and drew off with the dead Bodies of Perions of” 
Qualiry and Officers. And fo vbſlinate and bloedy 
was the Fight, and their Loſs fo great, thar chevy were 
forced to. raiſe the Siege, and arc rettcaicd above 4v ' 
miles co a pl:ce catled Lambeg L:ſſnegarney, They 
have ſince in the County cf Dowp,, and other places, 
met barbaroufly murthered many Engl:ſh, and gi»c our, 
they daily expect Recruics, and will be Maſters of Lon- 
don-De:ry, or hazard the whole Army. The Ship 
Maſter afore- mentioned likewite ſays, thoſe. he ſaw 

the Iſle of Aſan-ct the Proreftants from brcland,-of. 
caped with rheir Lives only, having uſed them barba- 
rouſly. 

Anurher Perſon who cam? W:dne'day laſt from Dub- 
lin, confirms the Fight to have been very bloudy, as 
there related ; and that che Proteſtants have regained 
Kjlmore. So that ir's believed the thre Regiments of 
Maj. Gen, Auk, Sir 1, Hanmore, and Col, Stcxvart,with 
che reſt of their Squadron, are all got ſafe into London 
Derty without any Oppoſition, and have had a juytul . 
rcering wich choſe brave Souls who have ſtood in the 
Gap to ſave a Nation, 

A Veſſel is alſo come into the Weſt from the Town 
of Lymerick, the Maſt. rs ſays, That the Iriſh are ex- 
tream!y unwitlirg ro meet the Proteſtants in Barrel, of- 
pecially the Fng!r/Þ Armv, of whom they are fo afraid, 
that in Lymerick ir ſelf there are bur 4qur 5 Companies .

be done ar Galloway, and bring cff that gallant Gentie- 
man, Sir Thomas Southwell, and abour 140 more of his 
followers, now under Condemnation there, for no other 
Crime, than their own Defence, and being Proteſtants, 
which is now Crime exough to ballance all rhe Servi- ' 
ces and Loyalty Flefh and Blood can be capable of; an - 
eminenr inflance of which is not many days Old, EY 

Col, Faſfellef lreland,who was Governour of Gal- 
loway, and commanded the beſt Regiment of Horſe in 
thar Kingdom. lince the late King's arrival in that King- 
dom, was turned out of his Goyernment firſt, and ſoon 
after from his Command as Colonel ; and in the heighe 
of his diſ.tisfation, humbly waited on the late Aing, 
and laid before him his conftanr Services to his Father, 
his Brother, and himſelf; and whar an Afflition ir was 
to him to have now his Loyalty queſtioned, &c, The 
late Airg rold him, He muſt needs confeſs and own all 
be bad ſaid w0as true Bet -it was alſo as wae, 
that be zvas now under CircumFiances that would not 
permit bim to truſt any Man of bis Profeſſion, viz, A 
Proteſtant of the Church of England. 
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
